St Peterfburvh, O8. 30. 

Oo Sunday laft a meflenzer arrived here from 
Prince Potemkin, with the news of a victory obtain- 
ed over the Turks, at an attack which they made 
upon Kimburn, on the night of the tith inftant, by 
a detachment of 3000 men, who laaded near that 
fortrefs from Orfchakow ; and although the garrifon 
was inferior in pumber, upwards of 4000 Turks 
were killed or wounded, and the remainder with 
difficulty efcaped to theit boats. The number of 
flain and wounded on the fide of the Rufhians did 
not exceed four hundred ; but feveral officers loft 
their lives on this occafion ; and Generals Souwarow 
and Reck, who had the principal command, were 
dangeroufly wounded. be in 

Upon the arrival of this agreeable intelligence, 
Te Deum was fung in all the churches of this capi- 
tal, and the cannons were fired from the fortrefs.

The King of Sweden left Copenhagen on Mon- 
day, Jaft, and after idining ar Count Bernfdorf’s 
country houfe, his Majefty proceeded to Friedenf- 
burgh, where he intended to ;afs. the night, and 
propofed to crofs the Sound this morning at Elfi- 
neur, in company with the Prince Royal.

No endeavours wete wanting on, my part to con- 
‘tripure, "by my offices, to the reftoration of 
tranquillity, and the maintenance of the lawful po- 
vernmeat; and I alfo thought it neceflary to pms ] 
my istention of counteracting all forcible interfe- 
rencéy On the part of France, in the internal affairs 
of the blic. Under thefe circumftances, the - 
King of Pruilia having taken theafures to enforce his 
demand of fatisfaction for the infult offered to the. 
Prineefs of Orange, the party which had ufurped 
the government of Holland applied to the Moft 
Chriltia® King for afiftance, who notified to me his 
intention Of granting their requeft. 

In conformity to the principles which I had be- 
fore-explained, I did not hefitate, on receiving this 
notificution, to declare, that I could not remain a 
quiet {peétator of the armed interference of France ; 
and I gave ammediate orders for augmenting my for- 
ces both’ by fea and land, 

Inthe couife of thefe tranfa@tions I alfo thought 
proper to conclude a treaty with the Landgrave of 
Heffe Caffel, by whith I fecured the affiltance of a 
confidcrable body of traops, in cafe my feryice fhould’ 
mequirein 

In the mean time the rapid faccels of the Prafhan 
troops, under the conduct of the Duke of Brunf- 
wick, while it was the means of obtaining the repa- 
ration demanded by the King of. Pruflia, enabled 
the Provinces to deliver themfelvcs from the oppref- 
fion under which they laboured, and to re-eltablith | 
their lawful government. sod 

. All fubjedts of conteft being thus removed, -an a- 
-micable explanativn took een Mie and the 
Moft Chriftian King ; and declarations have been 
exchanged by our refpective Minilters, by which we 
have agreed mutually to difarm, and to place our 
naval eftablifhments on the fame footing as in the 
beginning of the prefent year. 

It gives me the greatett fatisfaftion that the im- 
portant events, which I have communicated to you, 
have taken place, without difturbing my fubjeds in 
the enjoyment of the bleffings of peace ; and [ have,’ 
great pleafure in acquainting you, that I continue 
to receive, from all foréign powers, the fulleft affu- 
rances of their pacific and friendly difpofgion to- 
wards this country. I muft, at the fame time, re- 
gret, that the tranquillity of one part of Europe is 
unhappily interrupted by the war which has broken 
-out between Rufhia and the Porte. 

A éonvention has been agreed upon between me 
and the Moft Chriftian King, .explanatory of the 
thirteenth article of the lat Treaty of Peace, and 
calculated to prevent jealoufies and difputes between 
our refpefive fubje&s in the Eaft Indies. I have 
ordered copies of the feveral treaties to which I have 
referred, and of the declaration and counter-decla- 
ration exchanged at Verfailles, to be laid before you, 


Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

T have ordered the eftimates for the enfuing year 
to be laid before you, together with an. account of 
the extraordinary expences which the fituation of af- 
fairs rendered neceflary. 

I have the fulleit reliance on. your zeal and public 
fpirit, that you will mak: due provifion for the fe- 
veral branches of the public fervice. I am always 
defirous of confining thofe expences within the nar- 
rowelt limits, which a prudent regard for the public 
fafety will permit ; bur I mutt, at the fame time, re- 
commend to your particular atteation to confider of 
the proper means for maintaining my di(tant poffef- 
fions in an adequate pofture of defence. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

The flourithing ftate of the commerce and teve- 
nues of this country cannot fail to encourage you ia 
the purfuit of fuch meafures as may confirm and im- 
prove fo favourable a fituation. 

Thefe circum(tances muft alfo renler you pecu- 
liarly anxious for the continuation of public tranquil- 
lity, which it is my conftant objeé to preferve. 

Lam, at the fame time, perfuaded you will agree 
with me in thinking, that nothing can more effectu- 
ally tend to fecure fo invaluable a bleffing, than the 
zeal,and ‘unanimity which were (hewn by all ranks 
of my fubje&s on the late occafion, and which ma- 
nifetted their reddinefs to exert themfelves whenever® 
the honour of my Crown, and the imtereits of my . 
dominions, may require it.

Mr Ryder di- 
fared with great eloquence on the mild conduct of 
the Duke of Bruafwick in the-firlt ioftance, and on 
his firmnefs and activity afterwards, and on the 
brillancy of his faccefs, afcribing the eafe with which 
dhe had atchieved his obje& to the jultice of his caufe. 

He faggetted the nranner in which France had act- 
a, and proved the ftrong neceflity that prefented it- 
felf for this Countty to arm, obferving that the {teps 
purfued by Government were ge wife and vi- 
‘gorous.’ He traced the progrefs of the meafures 
that‘had been’ taken, and fhewed that they were 

marked by a pradent regard to the cireumftances of 

rhe country, and a proper confideration of the bur- 
thens of’ the people. When it’ became abfolutely 
neceflary to proceed to military preparation, nothing 
was more. obvious than the energy of (Sovernment 
and the zeal of the people. ‘Che moment of arma- 

sment, tie faid, had been bappity chofen, and the e- 

vent juttified its propriety. The-whole exibired a 

glorious picture to this country, as it proved that

h the wounds of Great Britain wore 
yet Breen, aNd Mic wwe i Faden uence 
of the late calamitous and unequal war, a war in 
ewhich fhe fought not for glory, but for exiltence, 

She was neverthelefs able and willing to ftand forth 

the protefior of the oppreffed, and the defender of 

tie injured. By fuch conduc this country had re- 
dtémed:her former charn@ter, and had raifed her 
head among the nations of the earth, Mr Ryder 
dilated on the treaty concluded with the Landgrave 
of Heffe, and declared that fublidiary treaties ought 
‘always to be cultivated by commercial countrics, 
fince the aid of foreign troops enable them.to keep 
the artifan and manufacturer and the molt ufeful or- 
ders of the people at home. He congratulated the 

Houfe, and his country, on the amicable fettfement 
of differences between England and France, an‘ ob- 
ject fo defirable, and which had been gained with- 
cut-a Gingle facrificée. Te faidy ir ‘would be the 
means of opening to Great Britain a new fource of 
riches, from the moft pleafing profpect of a perma- 
iment peace. ‘The ngceflary expences occafioned by 
' © ghe preparations for war, be was certain; would be 

; vehesrtully y defrayed by the country, when the price 

iwas compared with the seit ale j-2as any expence 

pss which might be confidered neceffary to fe- 

cure the diftant pofleflions of England, which, on 
ern of hoftilities, appeared moft vul- 
nerahle. ie Aourifhing {tate of the refources, he 
faid, would enable the country to meet every ne- 
road expence ; and he conceived the conduct of 
his Majefty’s Minifters to be highly meritorivns in 
ftepping forward ,to preferve the independence of 
that country to which Great Britain was indebted 
for her glorious revolution. He therefore doubted 
not, but that the Houfe would ananimoufly fecond 
the fpirited and patriotick exertions of Adminiftra- 
tion, aad preferve what had been gained. After 
{peaking of the various topicks of the Speech, ‘and 
sarge and happy effects of the late meafures in 


uch glowing colours, that the Houfe appeared to 
be ‘antecifally captivated with the force and beauty 


of the compofition, Mr Ryder concluded with mo- 
ving an Addrefs to his Majefty, which, as ufual, 
echoed back the Speech with expreflions of grati- 
tude, loyalty, and refpect. 

Mr Brooke rofe to fecond the Addrefs, and. be- 
gan with exprefling a hope that the Houfe would 
exercife their wonted generofity to a young {peaker, 
who for the firft time took the liberty of addrefling 
them, and allowing for his timidity, would indulge 
him with, theit patience for a few minutes. Mr 
Brooke then ftared, that he thought it the duty of 
every Member of Parliament to do juftice to Govern- 
ment when their meafures deferved applaufe, and to 
diftribute ‘praife ander fuch cireum(tances as liberal- 
ly, as on the other hand they would be fevere in the 
exercife of their other fundiion, the reprehending of 

ifters, when their conduét called for cenfure. 
nprefled with this idea, he conceived himfelf to be 
pidperly difcharging bis duty, in rifing to fecond the 
motion ; the more efpecially, as he was connected 
with a large manufacturing county, which would 
have been materially affected by the war. Mr Brooke 
then expreffed his entire approbation of the late mea- 
fures, and faid, he hoped the Houfe would confirm 
their merit, by the fanction of an unanimous vote in 
fupport of the Addrefs that had been fo ably and fo. 
eloquently introduced, fince the eyes of all Europe 
were upon them, and much depended on the event 
of that day. After this declaration, he proceeded 
to .pafs a {trong and high- wrought eulogium on his 
Majetty’s.Minifters, for having-gone out of the dull 
road of office, and made forms give way to the ne- 
ceflity of the occafion. In the courfe of his {peech 
Mr. Brooke declated, he had no conneétion with 
thofe in power, nor had he any knowledge of the 
fecrets. of the cabinet; he rofe merely on the impulfe 
of duty, as an independent member of Parliament, 
deGrous of doing jultice to thofe who meritéd ap- 
; and he fated various points as the grounds 

of his opinion, that minifters deferved the thanks of 
that Haufe, and of their country, for their recent 

condu@-with #egard to Holland and France. > 

Lord Fielding rofe, he faid, by no means to op- 

fe the motion for the Addrefs, but mérely to {tate 
Vis ideas on-a certain topic on which both the Speech 
and the Addrefs were Glent. He rejoiced in com- 
mon with the Honourable mover and feconder of 
the motion, in the reftoration of the tranquillity of 
Holland, and the confequent profpeét this country 
enjoyed of the continuance of ace 5 he approved 
wittf'them of the conduct that Minifters had obfer- 
vedv-in effecting fo defirable an object ; and he e- 
" qually exulted 10 fo refpeCtable figure Great Britain

had made in the eget of Europe by her well timed 
and fuccefsful exertions ; but a faggeltion arofe in 
his mind, whether, nogwhth{tartding all that had been 
done, Minifters might not or ought not to have 
gone farsher, and done more ; whether the full ufe 
had been made of the peat and whe- 
ther there had not been fomething neceffary left 
undone, . He alluded, he faid, to'.the works of 
Cherburgh ;. thofe, he affirmed, ought to be an.ob- 
jet of jealoufy to Mioilters, and a ftipulation for 
their deitraétion was abfolutely indifpenfable, and 
perfectly neceflary for our fecurity againft the furure 
ambition of France. He obferved that nine years | 
fuccefsful campaigns of the Dyke of Marlgnnough 
were rewarded by the demolition of the fortificay 
of Dunkirk, which, compared with thofe projet 
and carrying on at Cherburgh, were infignificang and 
contemptible. He defcribed Cherbucgh as a penior 
fala, flretching half way into the Channel, and. ¢n- 
deavoured to reprefent it in the moft formidable co- 
lours ; and concluded with faying, that as a ftipula- 
tion for difmantling it ought to have been made, 
and as there was as yet no evidence before the 
Houle, that it had been made, be was not prepared 
to fay, that all had been done that ought to be 
done; and though he approved of what been 
done, as far as he was acquainted with. it, he de- 
fired to enter his protelt againft any conftruction of 
his vote that fhou!d appear to pledge him to approve 
of the conduét of Miniiters, thould it appear here- 
after that they had oeglected this theekary object. / 
Abjtraéted from this prote(t, he faid, he molt -hear- 
tily concurred in fupporting the motion, having. po 
holtility to tne Wing*s titnittcrs; art not n feeb ; 
ing « ‘perfuafioa bat that the very ting which le 
looked upon as fo neceffary, might poflibly have bem 
already accomplifhed, or perhaps be in a train for | 
that purpofe. = 4 
Lord Hood fubfecribed moft cordially to the merit 
of his Maje(ty’s Minilters, which his Lordhhip fhoke 
of in terms of the highelt praife, and at the fame 
time took the opportunity of doing jultice to the,of- 
ficers and feamen in general, for the alacrity a 
zeal with which they had entered. upon the ferviec 
on the late occafion, declaring, that they had dif- 
played both ina degree unexampled in any former 
preparation for war, even in the moft glorious pe- 
riods of our hiltory. His Lordthip ftated feveral 
facts to prove the uncommon ihdaultry and expedi: - 
tion with which feveral of the thips had, been fitted 
and made ready for fea, in{tanciny, in Se

fquadron of his friend, Rear Admiral Sir! Francis | 
Samuel Drake. After mentioning the. oumber,aad " 
fize of the fhips that Sir Francis had got,s¢ady.for 
fea in a remarkable fhort period, Lord Hood decla- 
red, that the effz& of the late aSive and vigorous . 
preparations for war could not but prove advanta- 
geous to this country, by convincing France that the 
was watched with a carcful ese; and he added that 
the nation at hone, from what bad pafled, had eve- 
ry reafon to reft aflured that fhe. would be. watghed , 
with the fame attention for the future. Burt as no 
man could fay how long we fhould be pernaitted to 


-enjoy the bleflings of peace, or how foon a war might 


happen, providing for the fecarity of the navy, and 
for thofe matters moft likely to promote the-difpatch 
of preparation, when preparation for war might be 
neceflary, were undoubtedly the beft means of. pre~ ' 
venting Farprife and, as the time of peace wasdeems ; 
ed the molt proper for fuch confiderations,-he hoped - 
a due attention would be paid to the fafety and con. , 
dition of our dock-yards at home, and our careening - 
yards abroad. His Lordthip faid, he feared: there 
was realon for this caution, and thar both the one 
and the other ftood in. nced of amendment and re- 
pair. With regard to. careening-yards,. he could 
from his own knowledge fpeak to. one, viz«' :thatsat 
Port Royal in Jamaica, which was jin a ttate that 
called for immediate alteration. His Lordthips ain 
illuftration of this affertion, {tated the particulars of 
the condition in which he found it, when he cartied 
the fleet there to careen after Lord Rodney's:-action 
on the 12th of April, 1782, and pointed ouritlie 
improvements neceffary to:-be made, in dtder toirem>’ 
der it of effectual fervice. Afcer fully, tating 
all the relative facts, his Lordhhip fpoke. ofptha.ex- 
pence, and faid that the charge, Iisne as it might he, 


. would no doubt be chearfully paid, fince.Srate,eco- 


nomy was not lefs a wife expenditure of sath. for 
great and important national purpofes, than a:pru-. 
dent faving in matters of infignificance and little .uti- 
lity ; he at length returned to-the fubject of. the. Ad- 
drefs, with which he expreffed bis full concusrence ; 
and then apologized for having intruded fo long upon 
the time’of the Houfe, declaring that lie fheuld be 
cautious not to prefume on their indulgente too 
often. : va 
‘Mr Fox faid, he fhould contradi& every political 
principle and fentiment that he had aed upon 
through life,. were he not to give his moft jhearty 
concurrence to the fum and fubftance. of the Speech 
from the Throne, aud the Addrefs that had been 
‘moved upon it, becaufe he took the fubflance of both 
to be a public avowal from the Throne, and a8 pub- 
lic an acknowledgement on the part of that’ Houfe, 
that thofe fyltems of politics, which had. on former 
accafions been called: romantic, were ferious fyftems, 
and fuch as it was the true intereft of this country 
to be governed by ; namely, fyftems eftablithed on 
that found and folid political maxim, that Great 
Britain ought to lock to the firuation of affairs upon 
the Continent, and to. take fuch meafures wpot eve- 
ry change.of circumftances abroad, .as fhould tend 
beft to'preferve the balance of power in Europe. 
Upon that maxim he had founded all his: political 
conduct, and convinced as he was of its juftnels, he 
thould continue to adhere to-it, and confequently 
could not with-hold his ready and finecere afferit to 
an Addrefs admitting the maxim com pletely: It 
was now, he obferved, confefled by Government,’ 
that it was neceffary to come to the lowerorders: of 
the people, thofe who were Jabouri tinder the 
heavieflt burdens, thofe who paid for théir catidles, 
their windows, and all the various néceffiries of life, 
and fay, ‘* Severely taxed as we know yaw ate, you 
** mauit neverthelefs contribute fomething towards 





*¢ the expence of keeping political power upon’a ta 
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“farce ia Euroge.” “This was open and manly ; 
it was diétated by found policy. Let therefore the 
expenee of effecting and enforcing the late meafures 
ia the Republic of Holland have beeo what it might, 
he thould thiak the money well Jaid out, and would 

ive any afliftance in his power to the voting it chear- 
fally and freely.. There was, Mr Fox faid, in the 
Addrefs, a loofe word, that might polibly have been 
fuffered to find its way into it through accident, and 
which he could have wifhed had not been there. 
Some paflages.of it alfo referred to points that might 
require a good deal. of difcuffion ; but as the Ad- 


sdrefs was wifely put together, and as thofe matters 
what were likely to create debate, were mentioned with 


a@ referve for confideration on a fature day, when that 
Houfe thouk! have the documents before them ne- 
ceflary to give them that information, without which 
they could notin a parliamentary way proceed to 
inveltigate their pony and wifdom, it was not ne- 
ceflary, for him to difcufs them at that moment. He 
took the beginning of the Addrefs, containing an a- 
vowal, that the fituation of affairs in the Republic 
of the United Provinces feemed likely, in its confe- 
quences, to affect the fecurity and intereft of the 
,Britifh dominions ; and thatghis Majelty had acted 
with fuccefs upon that circumitance, to be the eflen- 
tial fabftance of the Addrefs, and to that he gave 
his fall affleat.. Qne obfervation he had to make 
upoo the Addrefs in that particular, and that was 
this moft obvious one: the Addrefs exprefsly fta- 
ted,fthat the King of France had notified his intention 
of granting the requeft of the party who had ufurp- 


" ed the government of . Holland : he did not fuppofe 


the. Addrefs contained any thing but truth, becaufe 
no Minilter would prefume to put any thing. but 
truth into the mouth of his Majefty ; but yer, al- 
though the Addrefs. contained this aflertion, and di- 
rectly (tated that the King of France had notified 
his intention. of affifting the party who had ufurped 
the Gavernment, yet if the Counter-Declaration 
was looked into, it would be there found, that it was 
roundly afferted, that the Coart of France sever had 
any fuch, intention. He did not, however, with to 
re(t y akg French declaration, or upon any French 
profeflions, whether perfeétly made or clearly ex- 
dorpot. The fac& undoubtedly was, as his 
ajelty’s Speech {tated it to be, and there was no 
doubt, but that France had affured the party who 
had feized upoa the Government of the United Pro- 
vinces of her determination to afilt them. 

Mr Fox reminded the Houfe, how repeatedly he 
had urged the perfidy and treacheroufnefs of France 
in the exertion of her influence in foreign States, 
and that when the Commercial Treaty was under 
difcuffion lat Seifions, and he, among others, had 


,exprefied. his diflike of that Treaty, and his con- 


viction that.it would not prove the bond of amity, 
and fecure to us the conii.uance of the bleffings of 
peace, how mach was faid of the pacifick intentions 
of France, and of the fincerity of her profell.s of 
regard and friend{hip towards this country ; and yer 
they were now told in that Houle from the highet 
authority, that this new friend and commercial ally 
had interfered inthe affairs of the United Provinces, 
and promifed to fupport that party, who were term- 
ef, in the very fame fpeech, the U/urpers of the 
lawful Government, and, at a time too, whea thofe 
whie held the legal government were in alliance and 
conne&ted with Frame. ‘Phe charges of treachery 
and perfidioufnefs, which he, aod various others,! 
had, on different occafions, urged againit France, 
had, at the fame time, been fometimes thought too 
{trong ; but, {trong as they might be, they were 
weak indeed, compared with the charge contained 
in the Speech from the ‘Throne; for there his Maje- 
fty-had declared explicitly, that France had fignified 
her intention of aflilting the Ufurpers of the legal | 
government of the United Provinces, when thofe 
who held that legal government were in amity and 
alliance with her. Mr Fox laid great ftrefs on this 
circumitance 3 and then proceeded to obferve, that 
he did not think it at all meceflary to enquire’ into 
the legality of the Conttitution of a foreign ftace ; 
in the Speech, the /aw/el government was the term 
made ufe of. Fre @ad ever thought it his dutysand 
the duty of every member of Parliament, to confider 
himfelf the reprefentative of the-people of Great 
Britaing and to. attend ro the interefts of Britons, 
let them be where, in what country, and at what 
diftance they might. The prefergation of owr owa 
conftitution, for the fake of the prefervation of our 
liberties, and the profperity of Great Britain and all 
her devendencies, were objects immediately worthy 
their attention, and proper for their care and ‘confi- 
deration; but he was far from thinking it was either 
wife or becoming for that Houfe’ to apply itfelf to 
an enquiry-into the: legality of the contticution or 
form of government of a foreign tate. It was fuf- 
ficient for him, and for the Houfe, to confider 
which party in the republic of the United Provinces 
was oroft inclined to be friendly to Great Britain, 
and to renew. a nataral alliance: with us, in prefe- 


» rence to an onnatural alliance with France. - His o- 


pinion, therefore, was, that the word /aqw/ul applied 
to the word Government in the Adidrefs was redun- 
dant... ‘Mr Fox’ took notice, that Lord Fielding had 
declared he was not ripe to fay, that minifters ought 
not to have gone farther, and pufhed the opportuni- 
ty beyond the mere pretenfion of the forcible interfe- 
rence of France. In this; Mr Fox faid, he ‘per- 


. fectly concurred with the noble Lord; but he did 
, hot ‘mean with refpe& to Cherburgh; he meant 
merely that Minifters would not have goné far e- 


nough,&if they had ftopped with the pacification with 
France.» He took it for granted, that they had 
gone, and were {till going much farther, fince happy 
and fortunate as the events already afcertained had 
proved, and highly as he thought the meafures late- 
ly purfued, with refpe& to the Republick, were én- 
titled to applaufe, he fkould be of opinion, that a 
glorious opportunity ‘had been loft, if fteps had not 
been taken, and were not ftill purfuing, for the re- 
ftoration of a clofe alliance between this country and 
the Republic. Without fach a conclufion to the 
pret it would be laimentably imperfea and incom- 
plete. :
